And  especially,  must 
we  be  mindful  of  our  Lord’s  direction  “  To  cast 
out  the  beam  from  our  own  eye”  before  we  at¬ 
tempt  to  “  lake  the  mote  from  our  brother’s  eye 
and  to  go  to  our  brother  alone,  when  there  is  none 
whose  presence  shall  check  the  process  of  con¬ 
viction,  and  prevent  the  disp^^ition  to  confess. 
Public  reproof  would  mortify,  irritate,  and  call 
up  a  false  shame,  instead  of  producing  the  in¬ 
genuous  emotions  of  that  holy  affection,  wliicli 
has  no  tinge  of  anger’s  fiery  re<l  in  its  blush.  It 
is  ill  privacy,  where  only  (iud,  conscience,  and 
ourselves  are  present,  that  we  are  likely  to  suc¬ 
ceed  in  bringing  our  brother  to  repentance.  He 
can  there  have  no  suspicion  that  our  object  is  to 
expose  rather  than  to  reclaim  him,  or  to  display 
our  own  excellence,  instead  of  removing  his  im¬ 
perfections.  Pride  and  vanity  have  not  (infre¬ 
quently  a.<’sumcd  the  censor’s  chair,  but  no  .ambi¬ 
tion  of  this  kind  can  be  imputed  to  him  who4 
chooses  to  have  no  witness  of  his  holy  and  grace¬ 
ful  reproofs. 

But  let  us  now  turn  from  him  whogii'cs,  to  him 
who  receives  the  reproof  of  holy  and  affectionate 
vigilance.  Something  profitable  for  instruction, 
in  reference  to  the  latter,  may  be  found  in  the 
Path  to  the  Hush."  How  meekly  did  the  child 
of  the  desert  fall  under  the  remonstrance  of 
her  friend,  and  instead  of  resenting  as  imperti¬ 
nently  officious  thi.^  intrusion  on  her  habits  of  secret 
intercourse  with  heaven,  h  nv  promptly,  and  how 
wisely  did  she  employ  it  for  her  benefit.  What 
a  beautiful  exemplification  did  she  present  by  her 
conduct,  of  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  “  I,ct  the 
righteous  smite  me,  it  shall  be  a  kindness,  and  let 
him  reprove  me,  it  shall  be  an  excellent  oil 
which  shall  not  break  my  bead.”  It  is  not  for 
me  to  determine  which  is  more  easy,  to  adminis¬ 
ter  reproof  with  wisdom,  affection,  and  dignity,  or 
to  receive  it  with  meekness,  gratitude,  and  bene¬ 
fit:  great  grace  is  necessary  for  both.  When  de¬ 
livered  in  a  right  spirit,  and  for  proper  ends,  it  is 
one  of  the  most  salutary,  and  at  the  same  time, 
most  self-denying  acts  of  friendship,  and  demands 
to  be  considered  and  acknowledged  as  the  very 
refinement  of  kindness. 

Tfirongfi  the  deceittuiness  or  sin,  and  by  tiic 
treachery  of  the  human  heart,  we  are  all  in  imi- 
nent  danger  of  committing  transgressions,  the 
evil  of  which  we  may  cither  not  see,  or  the  guilt 
of  which  we  may  not  feel,  till  they  are  disclosed 
to  us  by  the  voice  of  a  friend.  What  a  striking 
in.stance  of  thi.s,  have  we  in  the  ca.se  of  David, 
who,  till  the  faithful  voice  of  the  prophet  plainly 
said,  “  Tliou  art  the  man,”  lay  for  months  insensi¬ 
ble  to  the  guilt  of  murder  and  adultery.  When 
the  conscience  is  not  tender,  it  allows  us  to  do 
many  things  witliout  rebuke,  and  needs  to  be 
awakened  and  instructed  by  the  warnings  of 
those  around  us:  and  if  we  have  any,  especially 
if  we  have  deep,  concern  about  our  spiritual  wel¬ 
fare,  we  shall  feel  truly  thankful  to  those  who 
will  so  far  concern  themselves  about  us  as  to  re¬ 
prove  us  for  our  faults.  The  greatest  favour  any 
one  can  do  us,  is  to  point  out  when  we  are  doing 
wrong,  or  neglecting  to  do  what  is  right,  and  ir 
there  be  one  kindness  which,  beyond  ail  others 
ought  to  be  received  and  acknowledged  with 
a  more  ardent  gratitude,  it  is  this.  Could  we 
know  the  painful  struggles  which  our  reprover 
carried  on  in  his  own  bosom,  with  his  anxious 
fears,  before  he  brought  upliis  courage  to  the  pur- 
j  pose  of  telling  ns  our  failings;  could  we  have 
seen  the  palpitating  heart,  and  the  hesitating  step, 
with  which  ho  came  upon  the  errand  of  love,  in¬ 
stead  of  receiving  him  with  a  frown,  suffering, 
our  pride  to  be  wounded,  our  temper  to  be  rufflod, 
and  our  lips  to  give  utterance  to  the  language  of 
resentment, — we  should  instantly  convince  him, 
by  every  demonstration  whicli  a  friendly  hand, 
a  beaming  eye,  and  a  thankful  tongue  could  give, 
that  his  generous  kindness  was  not  bestowed  on 
one  who  was  insensible  to  its  value ;  and  we 
should  send  him  away  with  his  richest  reward,  in 
the  acknowledgment  of  our  faults  ;  and  the  pro¬ 
mise  of  amendment.  How  great  and  how  good  is 
that  man  who  with  love  and  dignity  can  give  re¬ 
buke  : — how  much  better  and  greater  is  he  that 
can  receive  it  with  gratitude,  and  follow  it  with 
improvement.  Our  fallen  nature  seldom  rises  to 
a  higher  pitch  of  moral  beauty,  than  in  such  cases 
as  these.

and  if  he  came  upon  them,  he  wouM  make  w'ar 
upon  him.  Smith  cursed  the  State.  He  ob¬ 
served,  that  the  people  might  think  he  was 
swearing,  but  that  the  liord  would  not  take  notice 
of  it. 

John  Whiincar  testifie.s,  tliat  Smith  said,  that  if 
an  officer  attempted  to  serve  a  process  on  him,  he 
should  die;  that  any  person  whe  spoke  or  acted 
againsttlie  Presidency  of  the  ('hurch,  should  leave 
the  country  or  die.  Rigdon  expressed  himself  lo 
the  same  effect. 

Willioni  W.  Phelps  testifies,  that  Rigdon,  in  a 
public  ineeting,  said  they  meant  to  resist  the  law, 
and  if  a  sheriff  came  after  them  with  writs,  they 
would  kill  him ;  and  if  any  body  opposed  them, 
they  would  take  offtheir  heads.  Smith  followed, 
approving  of  what  Rigdon  had  said.  They  both 
said,  they  intended  to  have  the  words  of  the  Presi¬ 
dency  as  g(X)d  and  undisputed  as  the  words  of  God. 
Rigdon  on  another  occasion  administered  several 
covenants  to  forty  or  fifty  Mormons.  The  first 
was,  that  if  any  man  attempted  to  move  out  of  the 
country,  or  pack  his  things  for  that  purpose,  any 
one  of  these  covenanters,  seeing  it,  should,  with¬ 
out  saying  any  thing  to  any  person,  kill  him,  and 
haul  him  aside  into  the  brush  ;  and  that  all  the 
burial  he  should  have,  should  be  in  a  turkey  buz¬ 
zard’s  guts,  "xi  nothing  should  be  left  of  him  but 
his  bones.  The  next  covenant  was,  that  if  any 
person  from  the  surrounding  country  came  into 
their  town,  walking  alxiut — no  odds  who  he  might 
be -any  one  of  that  meeting  should  ^ill  him,and 
throw  him  aside  into  the  brush.  I  he  third  cove¬ 
nant  was,  ‘Conceal  all  these  things.  These 
covenants  were  taken  with  uplifted  hand^  Wit¬ 
ness  testifies  to  many  other  tilings,  to  which  other 
witnesses  that  have  been  adduced  give  their  testi¬ 
mony.  He  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  know 
all  about  the  concern,  as  he  was  one  of  the  leading 
men  among  them. 

An  opportunity  was  given  by  the  court  to  the 
defendants  (Mormons)  to  be  exainiiieil,  without 
oath,  which  they  declined.  The  court  tfien  ex¬ 
amined  several  witnesses  on  the  jiart  of  the  de¬ 
fendants.— Three  of  those  witnesses  were  inrnates 
of  Lyman  Wright’s  house,  who  was  one  ot  the 
leaders  in  the  Mormon  rebellion.  Another  was 
Nancy  Rigdon,  daughter  of  Sidney  Rigdon  himself. 
.Anoilier  was  a  servant  in  Smith’s  family  ;  and 
there  were  only  two  additional  witnesses,  making 
but  seven  in  all.  Allowing  tlieir  testimony  all  to 
be  true,  (a  pretty  liberal  allowance,)  it  amounted 
to  nothing  towards  rebutting  what  was  proved  on 
tho  i«irf  rtf  tho  Sintp.  and  was  scarcely  of  any
